UNITED STATES AND CURA. 

Tlie President Issued a Proclamation Cnll- 
ing on the Citizens to Observe 
the Neutrality Laws. 

Washington, July 30.— The President 
baa issue<i a proclamation bearing date 
of July 27 again commanding United 
States citizens to observo neutrality to- 
wards Cuba. Tlie proclamation refers 
to the original proclamation of June 12, 
1 8'J5, demanding an observance of the 
neutrality laws in respect of the Cuban 
insurrection, and gives notice that all 
violations will he vigorously prosecuted. 
The President cites the decision of the 
Supreme court in the Wlbourg case, de- 
fining the statutes relative to military 
expeditions, conspiracies and the exten- 
sion of aid by furnishing transportation, 
in order that citizens may not lte misled 
as to the meaning of the neutrality laws.

London, July 30.— One hundred mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers' club, of Phila- 
delphia; paid a visit by appointment to 
Mr. Gladstone at Ha warden to-day. 

The next issue of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury will contain a letter by John Mor- 
ley on "Arbitration with America," in 
which he says: "It will be ridiculous or 
criminal if the Venezuelan affair ever 
becomes more than a petty question." 
He gives extracts from the recent blue 
book and finally suggests as a precedent 
the French-Dutch dispute regarding the 
Guiana boundary, in which tlie Czar 
acted as arbitrator, deciding in favor of 
the Dutch boundary, but without preju- 
dice to the rights of the bona fide French 
settlers. The rest of the article is a 
strong and eloquent plea for the creation 
of a permanent tribunal of arbitration 
The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
reports that Dr. Carl Peters, formerly 
chairman of the German Colonial So- 
ciety, has quitted Germany, probably 
for good. The correspondent adds that 
this will put an end to the inquiry into 
Ilerr Bebel's charges against him, which 
resulted in his resignation as chairman 
of the German Colonial Societv. Ilerr 
Bebel made the specific chtrge in the 
reichstag that Dr. Peters, while lie was 
imperial commissioner to Africa, in 
1891 j caused a negro and negroes to lie 
bunged without trial to the nearest 
tree, because they were intimate with 
each other. 

The Novoo Vremya, tlie official news- 
paper at St. Petersburg, publishes an 
article stating that King Menelek, of 
Abyssinia, is preparing to seize the 
towns along the Red Sea in the fall. 
Politicians here think that while Italy 
is engaged with Menelek,- Russia and 
France will demand from England a 
settlement of the Egyptian question. 

Bickford Smith, ot the antiquarian 
society of London, has been appointed 
by the Duke of Westminster to dis- 
tribute the English and American dis- 
tress funds in Crete. 

A powder magazine at Funfkirchen, 
capital of the county of Baranya, Hun- 
gary, exploded this morning with fatal 
results. The shock of the explosion was 
terrible. The town hall was almost 
completely wrecked, and other buildings 
in the vicinity were badly damaged. Bo 
far as known live persons were instantly 
killed and eighty injured. Later inves- 
tigation shows that the explosion was 
more disastrous than was at lirst re- 
ported. It is now known that more than 
100 persons were injured, and it is 
thought a large proportion of them will 
die. 

The Italians in Zurich, Switzerland 
are in a state of panic in consequence of 
riots growing out of the killing of a 
Swiss by the Italians during the attack 
on the Italian quarter, where serious ex- 
cesses were committed. Landlords who 
have Italian tenants are putting them 
out by wholesale, hundreds sleeping in 
the forest, in the adjacent town and 
about the bivouac Ores of the troops who 
occupy the streets of the town, but 
there is a general exodus of Italians and 
15,000 are besieging the railway stations 
to get. away. 

The Italian armored warship Roma, 
about f),S00 tons displacement, was 
struck by lightning yesterday and 
caught lire. The flames threatened to 
set lire to the magazine and it was found 
necessary to sink the Roma by discharg- 
ing torpedoes at her. She was built in 
1805, of 3,000 horse-power, 2011 feel long, 
had a speed of about 1,'! knots, carried 
two 2:! centimetre guns and a dozen 
rapid firing guns of different calibres. 

Advices received in Paris from Majun- 
ga, Madagascar, report that a caravan 
of two Frenchmen and three English- 
men have been massacred by the Fahav- 
alos near Ambolipiana. 

An important engagement has been 
fought near Gabriel, Havana, by a col- 
li mrl under Col. Perot, made up of the 
provisional battalion of Cuba and the 
squadron of Albuera. The insurgents 
lost 48 killed , among them the well known 
leader Juan Bono Zayas. The body of 
this insurgent leader was identified and 
was exposed to the public, being placard- 
ed as that of a general. The troops lost 
in the engagement one killed and a 
lieutenant and fourteen soldiers wound- 
ed. The insurgent leader Gustavo Car- 
rera has been shot at Baracoa. 

Captain-General Weyler has published 
a decree that all foreigners will be com- 
pelled to register upon landing at Ha- 
vana. 

Antonio Maceo is perplexed at the dif- 
ferent versions in circulation regarding 
bis brother's death, and is snid to be 
anxious to ascertain the manner in 
which Jose Maceo was killed, 
"On the anniversary of President Car- 
not's death President Faure, who was 
accompanied by M. Meline, paid a visit 
to Carnot's tomb in the Pantheon. Pu- 
pils from the Ecole Polytechnique left a 
big wreath of roses and pansies, and in 
the course of the day no fewer than 75,- 
300 persons passed before the tomb. 



SOCIALISTS IN CONGRESS. 

The Delegates at Last Get Down to Bust 
ness— Yesterday's Proceedings. 

London, July 30.— After wasting three 
days in wrangling over questions arising 
over the inspection of credentials of 
delegates and the right to be admitted 
to the fourth congress, the International 
Socialist and Labor and Trades Union 
opened to-day at St. Martin's town hall 
The delegates lost no time in complain- 
ing bitterly of tho sterility of the pro- 
ceedings. They churned they were sent 
by "hungry millions" to attend to 
business and not to play into the hands 
of their enemies. These complaints 
seemed to have considerable weight with 
the assembly, for the session was com- 
paratively quiet. 

The report of the agrarian committee, 
favoring the socialization of land was 
adopted. Mr. Matthew Macguire, a 
leading delegate socialist of the party in 
the United Stales, presented lo-day a 
long report on the history oi too labor 
movement in tho United States, with 
copious quotations from the socialist 
convention on July 4, also a declaration j 
of principles of the Social Trade ami 
Labor Alliance. 

The congress adopted the report on 
the agricultural situation, recommend- 
ing that each country act (or itself in or- 
ganizing an agricultural proletariat. 

The report of the political action com- 
mission caused an animated discussion, 
but it was finally adopted. The report 
described the conquest for political 
power as being of paramount import- 
ance and called upon workmen of all 
countries to unite and be independent of 
all bourgeois political parties and de- 
mand adult universal suffrage, one man 
vote, a second ballot and a national and 
local referendum.

FIRST CLASS MISDEMEANANTS. 

How the Transvaal Raiders Will Be Treat- 
ed—Parliament's Inquiry Into South 
African Chartered Company. 

London, July 30. — The House of Com- 
mons to-day adopted a motion made by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, to appoint a 
committee to inquire into the adminis- 
tration of the British Chartered South 
Africa Company. The motion included 
a provision offered by Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, Liberal leader, that the 
committee also inquire into the origin 
and circumstances of the raid of Dr. 
Jameson and his companions into the 
territory of the South African Republic. 

The Home Secretary's orders, that 
Dr. Jameson and his companions are to 
be treated as lirst-class misdemeanants, 
mean that, though confined, Jameson 
and the others will live its in their own 
bachelor quarters. Already comfortable 
furniture is held in suspicious readiness 
and has been taken into Hollowny jail, 
while last night the prisoners supped on 
luxurious fare, including an abundance 
of champagne. As Willoughby re- 
marked: " This is a heap better than 
we got from old man Kruger." 

This treatment of the convicts will 
likely cause a storm of indignation and 
protest throughout the country, as it 
practically amounts to a reversion of the 
sentences which have been directly ap- 
proved of by every paper in England, 
save the Times and a few minor sheets 
under the control of the Rhodes syndi- 
cate. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 30.— Hon. Mr. Laurier 
wired the Liberal Association to-day his 
consent for arrangements being made 
for a reception to be given him hero on 
August 5. 

The election of eight ministers to-day 
by acclamation leaves four besides two 
in the Senate and the vacant portfolio 
of the Interior to be provided for. Hon. 
Mr. Tarte's nomination has been post- 
poned until August Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing's in Queen's-Shelburne until the 
5th. Hun. Mr. Blair will probably go 
into the Semite until a Commons va- 
cancy occurs in New Brunswick, and 
Hon. Mr. Paterson will probably run 
for North (Srey. The writ lor the bye 
election in North Grey will not be is- 
sued until the ministers arrive in the 
Capital so that returning officers may 
be appointed at once by order-in-council.

SATOLLI'S SUCCESSOR. 

Father MartineM, Superior General of the 
Augustininns, Receives the 
Appointment. 

Washington, July 30. — When the 
news of the appointment of Father Mnr- 
tinelli as papal representative in this 
country was communicated to Cardinal 
Safcdii this afternoon ho paid his tribute 
to the great esteem in which the Super- 
ior General is held, but was inclined to 
question the Pope's having taken action 
at this time on the matter. The Car- 
dinal is without official advices as to the 
appointment. Father Martinelli was 
born over fifty years ago and immediate- 
ly after his graduation from tho school 
in which be was placed he joined 
the Augustinians. For a time hi; 
was attached in a consulting capacity to 
one of the congregations at Rome. He 
rose rapidly in authority, and several 
years ago was given the appointment to 
the ofiiee ho now holds. As superior 
general he has charge of the interests of 
the Augustinians throughout the world, 
and about him is grouped a council 
which assists him in tlie administration 
of the affairs of the organization. Father 
Martnelli has visited this country only 
once. This was about two years ago. 
In the course of a stay of several months 
he visitetl the apostolic delegate's resi- 
dence and the Auzustinian bodies in 
Washington, Philadelphia and a number 
of other places. 

THREE MURDERS AT SEA. 

Hard Feelings Said to Have Previously Ex- 
isted Between tlie Captain nnd Mnte 
of the " Fuller." 



Boston, July 30. — Assistant District 
Attorney Casey had a conference to-day 
with Lester Monks, who was a passenger 
on tho barkentine Herbert Fuller and 
one of those fully conversant with the 
triple murder committed on board the 
vessel two weekB ago. Attorney Hem- 
men way, counsel for Monks was present. 

William Finlay, a rigger, empljyed on 
the Herbert Fuller before she started out 
of Boston, has been arrested as a wit- 
ness. Finlay states that while at work 
on board the Fuller ho heard tho mate 
utter remarks concerning the captain 
which indicated hard feelings between 
the mate and Captain Nash.

Winnii'ko, July 30.— (Special)— Noth- 
ing ia known here regarding tho state- 
ment of the Montreal correspondent of 
the Toronto Mail, alleging " that shortly 
after the election a jiromineiitgentleman 
was dispatched to Winnipeg by Hon. 
Mr. Laurier to see what could be done 
towards reaching an amicable settlement 
of the school question." An effort waB 
made to see one of the local ministers 
to-day in order to ascertain if there was 
any truth in the report, but no informa- 
tion could he secured as all the Manitoba 
ministers are at present absent from the 
city on their holidays.

The charges, 
it is asserted, include specific caseB of 
extortion of money from the unfortu- 
nates of the city and of the protection of 
tbe criminal and semi-criminal classes. 
Captains, lieutenants, Bergeants, detec- 
tives and patrolmen are, it is said, in- 
cluded in the roll of dishonor.

A deal of considerable magnitude was 
consummated last Wednesday between 
the Columbia & Western railway and 
the Lillooet, Fraser River and Cariboo 
Gold Filds, Ltd., in which the railroad 
company relinquished all right and title 
to (340 acres of land in their reserve, 
lying in the neighborhood of Waterloo 
Landing, Monte Carlo and Montgomery 
for a consideration of $50,000. The 
three are separated by only a few hun- 
dred yards, and the recent purchase by 
this company will determine the town- 
site, which will undoubtedly be Mont- 
gomery. 

L. C. Crawford returned from Nakusp 
on Wednesday from a few days' visit to 
Waterloo camp, where he is interested, 
■with other Trail people, in several valu- 
able properties. Mr. Crawford speaks 
in glowing terms of the camp, predict- 
ing it will soon rival Rossland and Trail 
as a mining centre, using as an argu- 
ment that tiie place has been singularly 
fortunate in securing capital. At present 
the Lillooet, Fraser River and Cariboo 
Gold Fields, Limited, represented by 
Mr. Home-Payne, are engaged in 
extensive work. Reports are, Mr. Craw- 
ford says, that they have secured from 
Mr. Hetnze his interest in 0-10 acres of 
land, beginning at a point three miles 
south of the mouth of the Kootenay 
river, running one and a half miles 
down, extending back one mile. Should 
this prove true, and it is quite probable, 
the Waterloo camp and other landings 
will be merged into what is now known 
as Montgomery. 

There are a number of capitalists and 
experts in the camp at present, who, 
Mr. Crawford thinks, will close deals for 
several groups of mines this week. 

Ralph White came in from another 
trip to the north fork of the Beaver, 
bringing back with him a fine sample of 
ore. The second shot blew a large chunk 
of solid ore from the bole in which he 
was working that was almost pure ore. 
The north fork is attracting considerable 
attention on account of its richness. 

The Lillooet, Fraser River and Cariboo 
Gold Fields, Ltd., have located two mill 
sites near Montgomery town site, and it 
is no secret that it the mines bonded by 
this company continue to make favor- 
able showings reduction works will be 
erected, alao an serial tramway be built 
to carry the ore from the mines to the 
works on the river bank. Their work at 
this place is under the direction of P.

SHORT A PORTFOLIO. 

Will Laurier Solve the Diriiculty by Crowd- 
ing in Another Department ns Sen- 
ator Mcinnes Suggests? 

(From tlio Mail-Empire.) 

The new " get-ofT-the-earth " puzzle is 
easy compared with the one Mr, Laurier 
has to work out. la his government 
there are fifteen departments. Fourteen 
he has tilled, and he has two men yet to 
place — one from Manitoba and the Ter- 
ritories and one from British Columbia. 
He has fifteen portfolios and sixteen men 
to accommodate. How can he make his 
round table eo rotate as to pick up the 
odd man, and quarter each of the six- 
teen in a department all by himself? 
That is Mr. Laurier's problem. 
He may possibly have to give it 
up, or be may overcome the more 
than Gordian difficulty by simply 
crowding in another department. The 
latter ingenious solution has been sug- 
gested by Senator Mcinnes, who sees 
no other way of getting a portfolio for 
himself out of the present situation, as 
the department of the interior is cer- 
tainly reserved for a Manitoba man. 
He argues that tho portion of the coun- 
try west of Ontario is in all respects 
as much entitled to two ministers as is 
Nova Scotia. But Mr. Laurier to 
create another cabinet position would 
be to do the utmost violence to one 
of the most loudly-professed princi- 
ples of himself and his party. In oppo- 
sition it was one of the habits of 
the Liberals to rail and rage against 
the number of departments in the gov- 
ernment. Canada, they kept on saying, 
was ridiculously and outrageously over- 
governed. 

That we should have a larger adminis- 
tration than the United States has, with 
its 70,000,000 people, seemed to the Lib- 
erals not only n frightful anomaly, but 
also a bleeding wrong, which they would 
redress the moment the}' came into 
power. Tlie. first appointments to the 
ollices of Controllerol Customs and Con- 
troller of Inland Revenue called from 
them a storm of protests. Those offices, 
they promised, would be wiped out of 
existence as soon as the reins of govern- 
ment fell into the bands of their party. 
Mr. Laurier had perhaps more to say on 
this point than anybody else. Hewould 
economize. He would cut down the ex- 
penses of government by doing away 
with some of the departments. In 
politics, however, Mr. Laurier has little 
use for a moral sense. He does not feel 
bound to make his actions match his 
professions and his promises. With tlie 
same callous indifference to principle as 
he showed in his contradictory state- 
ments of ( rade policy, and in his dupli- 
city on the school question, he can now 
dishonor every promise he made in re- 
gard to reducing the number of 
administrative departments. Instead 
of wiping out the controllerahips, he 
has given them to two of his ablest men, 
and has declared his intention of raising 
these offices to the status of the cabinet 
departments. Senator Mcinnes' sug- 
gestion he may therefore find it ex- 
pedient to act upon. It would not be 
surprising it he should find the pressure 
from British Columbia pretty strong. 
That province will not feel like being 
done out ot its representation in the 
cabinet merely because the Premier had 
to find places for so many of his Eastern 
friends. In a cabinet, sustained by ho 
large a majority from Mr. Laurier's own 
province, it may strike the British 
Colum bians that it is more than ever 
desirable that they should have a repre- 
sentative to watch over their interests.

The dismissals will lie among the 
supernumeraries, as they are called, 
and among the ornaments, who have 
failed by their work to justify the faith 
of the friends who secured their appoint- 
ment. By all accounts, in some of the 
departments these are somewhat numer- 
ous. They are one of the unsatisfactory 
results of conditions as we have them in 
Canada and of the high pay the civil 
service offers to mediocrity. If they are 
only dismissed, and not replaced by 
otherc of the Tite-Barnacle family of the 
Liberal persuasion in politics, a good 
many vacancies may be made without 
the country suffering. It is very likely 
to lie found, however, that Lib- 
eral Ministers suffer from human 
weaknesses much as their Con- 
servative predecessors did, and "that 
however clean the new brooms may 
sweep, ii will not he long before the 
usual number of salary-drawing non- 
effectives are found in the departments, 
alongside ol the usual number of capa- 
ble workers. TSu fact that Liberal 
clubs are reported to have lists of places 
to empty, with, it is equally certain, 
lists of men to lill them again, indicates 
that the demands for place to be made 
upon the new ministers will be lively 
and steady, and it is this outside pres- 
sure, ami not the desire of ministers 
to make uselens nominations, that is re- 
sponsible for tho weak features, from a 
business point of view, of the civil 
service.

NUT TO BE ENVIED. 

Grit croakers have for the last few 
years been bemoaning the condition of 
the Canadian farmer. They have been 
trying to persuade him that he is taxed 
almost to death, that the produce of his 
farm is becoming year by year less and 
less valuable, and that his farm itse'.i is 
depreciating at an alarming rate. So 
dismal has been the wail of the Grit 
winner that the farmers who have lis- 
tened to him must feel surprised that 
they arc still alive and that their prop- 
erty has any value at all. 

While these croakers have been doing 
their worst to discourage the Canadian 
farmer and to make hiui discontented 
with his country and his vocation, they 
have been trying to convince him that if 
the market of seventy millions were 
only open to him the drawbacks and 
the disadvantages of his position would 
all disappear and he would become rich 
and prosperous beyond his wildest 
hopes. 

Inquiries have been made into the 
condition of the farmers who have the 
market of the seventy millions open to 
them, fanners who live within easy 
reach of the great centres of population 
in the United States, and it has been 
found that they have been suffering from 
the very same evils as the farmers of 
Canada complain of. The prices oi farm 
produce of all kinds have fallen very low, 
and farm property has greatly declined 
in value. We give below some figures 
which show that the condition of the 
farmers in Ontario compares favorably 
with that of the farmers of the Eastern 
States : 

According to tbe returns of the Bureau 
of Industries for Ontario the decline in 
the value of farms and farm buildings in 
this province between the years 1880 and 
ISiK) was 1.83 per cent. According to the 
census of the United Slates the decline 
during these years was iu Maine 3.7 per 
cent. ; in New Hampshire, 12.7 percent. : 
in Vermont, 26.5 per cent. ; Massachu- 
setts, 12.8 per cent. ; in Rhode Island, 
15.5 per cent. : in Connecticut, 21,5 per 
cent.; in New York, 8.3 per cent.: in 
New Jersey, 16.(3 per cent. ; Pennsyl- 
vania, 5.5 per cent.; in Ohio, (1.8 per 
cent. 

The United States census of 1895, 
among its other features, shows a 
great falling off in the value of 
farm products. Upon this point the 
New York Journal oi Commerce says : 
"The statistics of hum animals pub- 
lished by the Department of Agriculture 
tell a melancholy story. The aggregate 
value of farm animals increased for 
many years until it reached a climax iti 
L884 and then declined somewhat, ris- 
ing again until in 1893 it was a little 
higher than in 1884. At the present 
time the value is !p755,580,5!*7 less than it 
was in 1893." 

This is a frightful falling off for three 
short years, but it is not all. The de- 
cline in value has extended to all farm 
products. The New York Produce Ex- 
change Reporter supplies the following 
figures showing what a loss there has 
been between 1891 and 1895:

Tho price of farm produce in 
both those States has been, during the 
last few years, lamentably low, and in

HAKIMS V. DUNSMUIR. 

Verdict Reached Yesterday by the 
Special Jury. 

The trial of Harris v. Dunsmuir, which 
lias been going on for the last few days 
before Mr, Justice Walkem and a special 
jury, was finished yesterday, though 
there yet remains tho argument to be 
heard on the application for a non-suit 
on the part of the defendant. The jury 
were given a set of questions to answer, 
and brought in the answers as follows: 

1. Did plaintiff Mr. Harris accept and 
act upon the terms contained in defend- 
ant's letter of 18th September, 1800, con- 
stituting the complete contract between 
plaintiff and defendant as principal and 
agent? " No." 

2. If not, did the defendant verbally 
authorize the plaintiff to do his best to 
effect a sale of the mine plant, or in the 
event of his being unable to find a pur- 
chaser within the time and upon the 
terms mentioned in the written instruc- 
tions mentioned, was such author- 
ity intended by both parties to be con- 
sidered as incidental to the written 
instructions and a part of the contract 
between thorn as principal and agent? 
'• Yes." 

3. Were the terms mentioned in the 
defendant's letter of 18th January, 1892, 
intended to be a modification of thewrit- 
ten instructions of the 18th September, 
1800, and were they so trsated by both 
parties? '' Yes." 

4. Were these terms accepted anil acted 
upon by the plaintiff as the complete 
contract between them'.' "No." 

5. If not, diil the defendant verbally 
authorize the plaintiff to do bis best (or 
same as question 2)'.' " Yes." 

6. Did the plaintiff procure a pur- 
chaser for the mine upon the terms and 
within the time limit mentioned in the 
written instructions of 1 St h January, 
181)2 fas modified in March, 1802, by the 
defendant agreeing to throw in the col- 
liery steamers and vary the terms of 
payment), and if so, was the completion 
of the negotiations within the time limit 
prevented without just cause by the de- 
fendant? — " Yes." 

7. In the event of plaintiff being en- 
titled to damages, what is the amount? 
—"$10,377."

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Argument on Injunction to Restrain 
the City From Paying Out 
the Appropriation. 



Chief Justice Davie Reserves

The Chief .Justice yesterday afternoon 
heard argument on tliu application to 
continue until trial the interim injunc- 
tion obtained in the name of Mr. F. El- 
worthy to restrain the corporation fr^m 
paying out any of the $5,200 appropria- 
tion for work or material used on the 
pile bridge at Point Blliee, the construe 
tion of which was stopped by injunction 
the other day. 

Mr. George Jay, who appeared for the 
application, stated that the motion was 
madeon Mr. Ehvorthy's affidavit, which 
set forth that the bridge had been pro- 
ceeded with illegally, no sanction havine 
been received from the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The affidavit also recited the 
fact of the injunction having been 
granted on July '_'•! to stop the construc- 
tion of the bridge. 

Mr. W. J. Taylor, who, with Mr. C. 
Dubois Mason, represented the city, 
argued that the present application was, 
in effect, to restrain the city from pay- 
ing for material used and labor already 
done on the bridge. There was 
no doubt that the city had as 
a general power the right to 
build bridges, and even if some of the 
requirements precedent to the building 
were not carried out properly, the per- 
Bons who supplied the material had a 
right t<> recover payment from the city. 
Those who supplied material and labor 
were not bound to inquire into the par- 
ticular circumstance as to whether or 
not the city had complied with all the 
requirements. lie proceeded to read 
affidavits from the city clerk and city 
assessor as to the method by which 
appropriations were made and argued 
that the aldermen acting as a whole in 
merely deciding in a legislative sense 
that a bridge should bebuiltand making 
an appropriation, but having nothing to 
do with the expenditure of the money 
afterwards, could not be held individu- 
ally liable. An affidavit from the city 
auditor showed that of the $1,362.90 for 
wages in building the bridge only some 
$35 yet remained unpaid, besides the 
sum for material (supposed to Le si 
$2,500. 

The Court remarked that it might be 
that the aldermen were themselves 
liable for doing something they had 
right to do, although the material man 
Btill had a remedy against the city, as it 
would have been clearly within the 
rights of the city to have put up a bridge 
provided it had not interfered more 
with navigation than had the former 
one. 

Mr. Jay. in replying to Mr. Taylor, 
argued that the corporation were guilty 
of a broach of the Dominion act anij had 
exceeded their authority. 

The Chief Justice, in taking the mat- 
ter under consideration, said he would 
give a decision as promptly as possible 
It was a mistake to suppose that the 
aldermen had no responsibility for their 
acts except to the ratepayers at election 
times. That was not the case in other 
countries at any rate where indictments 
and actions are not uncommon. If the 
law, here, does not impose responsibility 
it should be changed. It was 
just as well to have an exposition of 
what the law really is in regard to the 
responsibilities of aldermen. 

Mr. Taylor wished to know if, with 
the consent of the other side, the email 
amount duo to the workmen, $38, could 
be paid out. 

The Court replied that a principle 
could not be subverted for the question 
of personal hardship, 

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

The Steamer "Tees" at Coronet on the lath 
Inst. — Mishap to the " Progressist." 

Wednesday's Nanaimo Free Press, re- 
ceived yesterday, has the following in- 
teresting paragraph: "The big steam 
collier Progressist, while off Snake island 
on Tuesday on her way to Departure 
Bay from San Francisco, broke her shaft 
and dropped her single propellor in 75 
fathoms of water. The Joan towed the 
disabled vessel into the bay and saw her 
Bafely anchored. The full extent of the 
injury cannot be actually determined 
until the vessel has been docked at Es- 
quimau, whither she will proceed in tow 
of the Lome without delay." 

For the past few days all kinds of 
rumors have been in circulation reuard- 
ing the C. P. N. Company's new steam- 
ship which is now en route from Eng- 
land. Yesterday word was received by 
telegraph that she was coaling at Coronet, 
a port a little to the south of Valparaiso 
on the 12th inst. This being the case 
the company calculate upon her arriving 
sometime about the end of next week. 

Having only some half dozen China- 
men and a few Japanese passengers to 
take on board here and comparatively 
little freight the Northern Pacific steam- 
ship Tacoma, which arrived from the 
Sound about 5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, remained in port not over an hour 
and a half. She has a lull cargo from 
the Sound foi the Orient. 

In place of the Maude, which is now 
North, the steamer Rainbow sailed for 
West Coast points last night, carrying 
among her passengers Capt. John Irving. 

The steamer Umatilla arrived from 
San Francisco at 10 :80 o'clock last night.

Judg- 
ing from the time apportioned to these 
subjects it is more important to haven 
know ledge of names of places and where 
to find unimportant rivers and know 
where such animals as the chimpanzee 
are found than to understand the prin- 
ciples of teaching and the art of school 
organization. Are we to place a knowl- 
Ige of education on a level with writ- 
ing? The same time was given for these 
ro subjects. 

()a the " Canadian History " paper 
the firBt question is, " When and by 
whom were the following places discov- 
Liiianohani, Cuba, the Pacific 
Ocean, Newfoundland, St. Lawrence, 
Vancouver Island?" Do the first four 
belong to Canada? Is this Canadian 
history? The spelling! O ye Gods! 
Words fail when one thinks of it! Why 
should teachers be asked to spell words 
that the greater part of the world never 
hear and never need know? Of what 
use is it for teachers to be able to spell 
"svzygy," " zollverein," " autochthon- 
ous," etc., etc.? Will they be any bet- 
ter able to teach the child to be a good 
citizen and to use his abilities in a right 
way because they can spell unusual 
words?

riioro Are Ilevlvula or I.oulfl XV, Louis 
XVI, Empire, Colonial ami Oval to Se- 
lect From— Narrow, Upright mirrors and 
Long Window Sot mirrors Iu Favor. 

The renaissance of thn mirror is at 
hand after its more or less indifferent 
treatment at tho baud of fashion for a 
number of years. Mirrors are not now 
being bought and hung with tho abandon 
of tho post ten years when they Jmvo 
stood simply for necessity, but are again 
entering largely into the scheme of dec- 
oration. The mirror, which did not 
come into use as an article of household 
furniture until the sixteenth century, 
may be said to.have reached tho height 
of its decorative possibilities in the 
time of Louis XV and XVI, and the 
gamut having been rung from tho afflor- 
iated white and gold designs of that 
time down through tho simpler lines of 
the empire and colonial to the oval, and 
finally tho straight square frame of 
wood, lo! here is a revival, and we have 
them all — Louis XV, Louis XVI, em- 
pins colonial and oval — to choose from. 

A writer in The Decorator and Fur 
nisher also gives tho following informa- 
tion: To Venice we owe the glass mir- 
ror and the Venetian mirror of today; 
its gilded, carved wood, delicate por- 
celain or majolica frame, still com-

mand the highest [nice of any in the 
market. Consistency in decoration, 
however, is creating a wide demand for 
empire or colonial designs, since these 
so well accord with the present day fit- 
tings of house or apartment. More am- 
bitious are the delicate renaissance, or 
graceful Louis XV designs, which de- 
mand as an accompaniment white and 
gold settings, rich hangings and the 
furniture of the pi riod. 

No move desirable lit ting for "my 
latly's" reception room or boudoir can 
lie found '.ran the small Louis XV side 
\\ ;ill mirror, irregular as to outline and 
candelabra titted. Nor for her dressing 
table I ban the same artistic irregularity 
in tlie matter of mirorr framing. 
Charming conceits in the way of stand- 
ing mirrors with renaissance frames of 
geld or silver an' now a potent factor 
among the delicate Dresden fittings of 
the correctly appointed toilet, table. 
Better or more consistent still among 
such toilet belongings are the porcelain 
framed Venetian mirrors, t ithcr stand- 
ing or well hung. A Venetian effect 
may be supplied to the dressing table 
at a small cost with one of the beauti- 
ful majolica pupids which Italy litis to 
offer as a support for the delicate mus- 
lin rurtains hung above the plainest of 
mi rri irs. 

The straight lines which began to 
suggest themselves in decoration during 
tlie reicn of Louis XVI culminated in a 
reversal to the severe simplicity of the 
first empire designs, which you find in 
the square or oblong mirror of that 
time, fnunod in dark wood, ornamented 
with t!ie gilt, rosette, torch or wreath. 
A reflection of this were the straight- 
forward lines of the mirror of colonial 
days. In the wake of the colonial de- 
signs of today has come the narrow, up- 
right mirror of our grandmothers. 

The long window set mirror is again 
thrusting itself iu among the drawing

■room furnishings, and comes in white 
and gold with colonial or Louis XV 
frame and table. 

The possessor of an oval mirror of 40 
years ago will find it metamorphosed 
into the "up to date" overmantel by 
hanging it lengthwise above the mantel. 
Present day thought shows the addition 
of a delicate wreath and candelabra to 
the inverted oval ; or, in a Hat or flori- 
ated frame of white enamel hung be- 
tween brass scrolls, it is the ideal ad- 
junct of tlie white dressing tablo. 

Sift a little flour over suet when it is 
being chopped and it will prevent the 
nieces from adhering together.

This 
printing is hand stumped and in abso- 
lutely fast colors. Tho beauty of any of 
these spreads is greatly enhanced by a 
deep fall of lace, which is sewed on by 
hand. This may he of heavy torchon, 
antique or renaissance, according to the 
quality of the spread. 

For summer use-, and more especially 
for one's cottage in tho country, the 
ariel spreads of light, figured dimity 
ore to be recommended. For trimming 
these conns a pretty cotton Vandyke 
fringe. The whole thing is suggestive 
of sweetness and country scents and 
lavendered sheets.

Fearful Railway Accident in New 
Jersey— An Excursion Train 
Crashed Into. 



About a Hundred Persons Killed or 
Wounded— Telegraph Oper- 
ator Arrested. 



Atlantic City, N.J., July 30.— A hor- 
rible railway accident . occurred this 
evening juut outside of this city. The 
Reading railroad express, which left 
Philadelphia at 5 :-10 this evening for 
Atlantic City, crashed into a Pennsyl- 
vania railroad excursion train at the sec- 
ond signal tower, about four miles out 
from here. The Pen sy Ivan ia train 
was loaded with passengers and 
a rough estimate of the killed and 
injured is placed at 100. At the second 
signal tower the tracks of the two roads 
diagonally crosa. The Reading train 
was given the signal, but it caught the 
excursion train broadside, and ploughed 
through it. The engine of the 
Reading train was shattered to pieces. 
Edward Earr, engineer of the Reading 
train, was killed outright, as was an- 
other roadman who rode on the engine. 
This man, whose name his not been 
learned, saw the collision coming, and 
leaped from the cab an instant before 
the crash. Almost at the same instant 
the engine cut its way through and 
caught him directly in its path. A mem- 
ber of the excursion party thus describes 
his experience : 

" When we saw that a collision was 
unavoidable the scene in our car was ter- 
rific, people rushed in a mad panic for 
the door. The third car was cut right in 
two and the lowiy portion of it lifted 
bodily from the track and tumbled over. 
Every car was crowded. It iH horrible to 
think of the numbers who must be lying 
under those ruins. The roof of one of 
the cars fell in a mass and everybody in 
that car was buried under it. It simnly 
dropped in on the people. I think there 
must have been fully HO or 100 killed." 

An Associated Preas reporter says the 
scene was wildly picturesque. Stagger- 
ing in and out of ditches, and stumbling 
over masses of broken timbers, with 
only a few iitful lanterns to help their 
straining eyes, the rescue gang set bravely 
to work. A heap of bloodstained timbers 
turned aside by one of the rescuers 
brought to sight a woman's arm wrench- 
ed off almost by the roots. It had been 
clad in a dainty white glove, the sleeve 
of which still clung to it. Not live min- 
utes later a chance blow from a pick re- 
vealed a still more ghastly remnant, a 
human head. Just aa one of the relief 
trains reached the Penna depot with its 
terrible load, one man who lay 
in a corner terribly injured, regained 
clasping

Athens, Ohio, July 30.— The most de- 
structive storm in the history of the 
Sunday Creek valley occurred at Glou- 
cester, a mining town, twelve miles 
north of here, last night, resulting in the 
almost total destruction of one of the 
principal thoroughfares of the town and 
doing damage in other places to the ex- 
tent of thousands of dollars. Tho fury 
of the wind waa indescribable; buildings 
were toppled over, trees torn from their 
roots, and the town to-day is a scene of 
desolation. To add to the horror, Sun- 
day creek ia sweeping everything before 
it. Several houses have been washed 
away, and two persona are reported to 
have been drowned. The list of dead 
will reach at least fifteen. 

Philadelphia, July 30. — The wire ser- 
vice from the interior of tho shite has 
been restored and reports are being re- 
ceived of great damage to crops and 
buildings and in some cases loss of life 
from the fury of wind -and lightning. At 
Houtzdale, Clearfield county, Frank 
Brumbagh was instantly killed by a 
stroke of lightning, and the Swedish 
church, ueed as a school building, was 
struck by another bolt. Seven of tho 
pupils were knocked senseless, four of 
whom are in a critical condition. At 
the State college the mechanical arts 
building was struck and badly damaged. 
AtCreBflona Presbyterian church was 
atruck and damaged. Similar reports 
come from all over the eastern section of 
the state. Damage to crops, barns and 
outbuildings was general. 

Pitts iiuitG, July 30. — Eight persona 
were drowned in the recent flood. Seven 
of these met death at Cecil, a mining 
and oil hamlet in Washington county, 
the eighth victim going down at Car- 
negie. It is rumored that a building 
has collapsed at Steubenvi'ie, Ohio, kill- 
ing ten people.
